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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Davidson et al. 5,091 ,453, Okimura et al. 5,489,648, Aoyama et al. 5,733,975 or Feng 
etal. 6,077,892. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nomura et al. 5,013,773, Davidson et al. 5,091 ,453, Okimura et al. 5,489,648, Aoyama 
et al. 5,733,975 or Feng et al. 6,077,892. 

5. The anticipation rejection using Nomura et al. is withdrawn by the examiner in 
view of applicants' response. All other rejections are maintained in view of "Response 
to Arguments" as set forth below. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1/15/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Davidson et al. disclose in Table 1, Example 1, a composition comprising 
72 parts of polymer and 20 parts of calcium carbonate (CC) having an average particle 
size of 0.7 microns. If the average particle size is 0.7 microns it is more than probable 
that at least 7.2 parts of the 20 parts is below the required 0.7 microns. Okimura et al. 
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and Aoyama et al. both teach an average particle size of 0.1 5 microns. Since Table 3 
of Okimura et al. shows 50 phr of CC and Example 6 of Aoyama describes 50 parts of 
CC per 120 parts of polymer the probability of having any particles greater than 0.7 
microns is small. Feng et al. recite in Example 1 , 200 parts of polymer and 150 parts of 
CC, of which 100 parts have an average particle size of 0.075 microns. That means 
that 2/3 of the particles are smaller than 0.7 microns. As far as Nomura et al. is 
concerned both colloidal and precipitated CC are below applicants' limitations. Two out 
of three is obvious. The burden is shifted to applicants to prove that the cited 
references do not reveal the claimed particle sizes. Since the PTO cannot conduct 
tests this is appropriate [In re Best, 195 USPQ 430, 433-434 (CCPA 1977)]. The 
rejection stands.
